A OKATH AND A RIOT. 


Puul August Metzdorf, who it is said had 


only been in this country eight days came 
to bin death by being run over by a freight 
train last Friday morning, in Bristol. 
His 


leg * as cutoff and he was taken to the 
University Hospital, Philadelphia where he 
died 


Tlio statements regarding the circum- 


stances by wliioh he received his fatal in- 
juring are conflicting. Detective McAllister, 
who is employed by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company to keep tramps off the trains, 
is stiilioned at South Bristol. It is claimed 
on tm«l (ftau CUttt utter tlie ours woio Ju 
motion and going at a fair rate of speed he 
approched Metzdorf and ordered him to 
jump off. Metzdorf was afraid to jump and 
it is alleged McAllister fired his revolver 
and Metzdorf to escape jumped from the car 
and fell under the wheels. 
McAllister 


claim 1 that Metzdorf met with his accident 
while attempting to get on the car while it 
wax in motion. 


The actions of 
Detective McAllister 


arouned the indignation of a large number 
of people in Itristol. He is said to be a 
hasty, impetuous man, of undaunted courage 
and with but little judgment to guide his 
actions. 
When the death of Metzdorf be- 


came generally known thnre were many 
threats against McAllister, which however 
did not seem to affect him. 


On Saturday morning while he was nt the 


South Bristol telegraph tower, some young 
men who had hired one of Burton's atngc 
drivers to take them around town passed by 
and began jeering him. On the return of 
the ulage It Is said that McAllister atoppod 
in front of the team and halted it. 
He then 


got in the wagon and seized Joseph Wood- 
iagton, who resisted the arrest. With the 
assist imce of some section hands Woodington 
was taken up Otter street to Bath, where a 
crowd gathered and attempted to rescue 
him. 
Woodington broke away and ran to 


1'onil street, followed by the detective and 
thet'iowd. 
Woodingtoii was recaptured at 


the cornar.of Pond and Market Ml reels, but 
afterwards got away again and sought 
refund in an old stable; just as he vas 
pulling the door to McAllister got a glimpse 
of hi* hand and rushed in followed by the 
angry crowd, and during the melee that 
occui red the detective was severely handled. 
He wns struck a number of times, kicked 
and cuffed, two of his ribs were broken, 
his thumb was bitten and numerous con- 
tusions on Ilia body give evidence of the 
rough usage lie received. At the demand 
of Samuel J5co.lt. ohiiiniiau of the^Jl'olice 
commftlee, McAllister 
turned 
over 
his 


prisoner to him and went to the tower house 
for protection, wheie a crowd of several 
hundred assembled, threatening him. Subse- 
quently under protection of the police he 
took a train and loft Bristol. 


A number of arrests growing out of this 


affuii have been nmJe. 
McAllister who 


notwithstanding his wounds, returned to 
Bristol, was taken before Esq. Boon on the 
complaint of Woodington. lie waived a 
hearing and gave bail for his appearance at 
court. 
Young Woodington was charged by 


the detective with mayhem, inciting to riot, 
assault and battery, and resisting an officer. 
He liad a hearing before the Squire, and 
bail was refused. 
Yesterday morning he 


was taken to Doylestown by Chief of Police 
Saxlon and lodged in the county jail. 


Michael I'onc was charged with assault 


and battery by Joseph Woodingtoii. He 
waiv ed a hearing and entered bail for his 
appearance at court. 


JvHepli .U«mi«U, Alexander Uttrpor, Noal 


Brady and Michael Fliuu were also anestud 
upon informatian lodged by Detective Mc- 
Allister on the charge of aggravated assault 
and battery, surety of the peace, inciting to 
riot, rescuing a prisoner and interfering 
with an officer. They were held under $000 
bail each to, appear for rehearing this morn- 
ing 
After hearing the evidence and the 


arguments of counsel the men were dis- 
charged.

It is impossible for the writer to 
convey any idea or describe the scene, but 1 
will attempt it without giving away any 
secrets. You should have been there, Mr. 
Editor, to have a proper conception of what 
followed. 


Imagine a speaker on the floor, and that

managers would soon be self-suppoiting, 
and no doubt would be a great assistance to 
the Health, Sanitation and Poor committee 
of Council, as such a hospital would be the 
proper place for the destitute sick to seek 
relief, each being supplied with the needful 
certificate showing such to be worthy. This 
would be an advance over attending such 
cases ut their own homes wljere there are 
no conveniences and often not even the 
necessaries, and where the chance of ultimate 
recovery in severe eases is small. The same 
money paid every year by this committee 
for such purposes would go far toward help- 
ing in this project. 


As for accident cases, with proper nurs- 


ing, good results should be frequent, while 
ns it is under the existing conditions of 
practically no nursing and poor sanitary 
surroundings, it is almost wonderful that 
any recover. To make this a success it 
would be necessary to permit each physician 
to send his patients to this institution where 
he could give his attentions as unrestrictedly 
as at their own homes, and without inter- 
fering with other's rights. This is practic- 
able, and the only successful way in a town 
of this size. 


There are many important minor points 


relative to the establishment of such a 
hospital, but these can be attended to 
later,—I merely wish to bring the subject 
before the public, and trust that there is 
enough merit in the proposition to warrant 
our citizens to think it over carefully and 
make any suggestions that would tend to 
advance such a worthy project.

A Notatole Speech. „ 


One of the remarkable speeches at the 


opening of the Atlanta Exposition was that 
of Boaker T. Washington, a colored man, 
rapi'OHentiiia IUB. raoa in a city^whove-onGQ 
slave holders ruled with a despotism of the 
feudal ages. Mr. Washington's address con- 
tained these passages: 


Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Board of 


Directors and Citizens—One-half of tlie 
population of the South is of the negro race. 
No enterprise seeking the material, civil or 
moral welfare of this section can disregard 
this element of our population and reach 
the highest success. I but convey to yon, 
Mr. President and Directors, the sentiment 
of the masses of my race when I say that in 
110 way have the value and manhood of the 
American negro been more fittingly and 
generously recognized than by the managers 
of this magnificent exposition at every stage 
of its progress. It is a recognition which 
will do more to cement the friendship of the 
two races than any occurrence since the 
dawn of our freedom. 


Not only this, but the opportunity here 


afforded will awaken among us a new era of 
industrial progress. Ignorant and inex- 
perienced, it is not strange that in the first 
years of our new life we began at the top 
instead of the bottom ; that a seat in Con- 
gress or the State Legislature was more 
sought than real estate or industrial skill; 
that the political convention or stump speak 
ing had more attractions than starting a 
dairy farm or truck garden. 


To those of the white race who look to the 


incoming of those of foreign birth anc 
strange tongue and habits for the prosperity 
of the South, were I permitted, I would 
repeat what I say to my ow» race : "Cas 
down your bucket where you are." Cast i 
down among 8,000,000 negroes whose habits 
you know, whose loyalty and love you hav 
tested in days when to have proved treaoh 
erous meant ruin to your firesides. Cos 
down your bucket among these people win 
have, without strikes and labor wars, tilled 
your fields, cleared your forests, builded 
your railroads and cities and brought foith 
treasures from the bowels of the earth am 
helped make possible this magnificent repre 
sentation of the progress of the South 
Casting down your bucket among my people 
helping and encouraging them as you ar 
doing on these grounds, and to education o 
head, hand and heart, you will find tha 
they will buy your surplus land, mak 
blossom the waste places in your fields an 
run your factories.

Times of the U1-U iubt, couluins the following 
paragraphs : 


One of the gravest defects of our judi- 


cial system in Philadelphia has been the 
insult that is so often offered witnesses in 
the trial of coses without admonition or 
restraint from our Judges. 
To such extent 


has this evil growri almost imperceptibly in 
our judicial system, that to-day intelligent 
business men will conceal information that 
is important to the administration of justice 
rather than submit to the ordeal of an ex- 
amination in the witness box by tlie methods 
of the shyster. It is a truth that our Judges 
must appreciate that to-day any self-respect- 
ing woman of our city would adopt any 
pretense to avoid appearing iu (he witness 
box where bbe would be liable to insult and 
humiliation. 
Many pcrsous have submitted 


to wrong which the courts arc appointed to 
correct, simply because, as \vituessos, they 
might be subjected 
to harassment and 


humiliation if they attempted to obtain 
justice. There is no reason why the most 
aaiuiltlvo nuLii. ov WOIIULU ahould. fuul any 
hesitation about appearing as a witness in 
our oours, and when they are thus hindered 
it must be the, fault of the Judges. 
With 


the accommodation for witnesses in our new 
court rooms, and with everything now to 
aid the Judges iu the enforcement of the 
strictest decorum, it should soon become 
known that any self-respecting man or 
woman can appear iu a court of justice with 
as much assurance of respect as they could 
have if visiting friends iu their homes.

obedience, or the continued reversal of 
cases, regai dless of their merits, when such 
mockeries of justice are tolerated in tlie 
trial. 
Henceforth 
when any 
attorney 


attempts the methods of the shyster by in- 
sulting witnesses or vilifying witnesses or 
parties in the argument of capes, the mandate 
of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania is 
that the counsel of the other side has only 
to present the question to the court, demand 
the withdrawal of a juror, and have the case 
continued at the cost of the party whose 
counsel has been guilty of the offense. 


It is no longer optionil with our Judges 


to permit the prostitution of our courts to 
the methods of the shyster. 
The Supreme 


Court bos opened the way distinctly for 
absolute protection in all such cases, and it 
is entirely safe to assume that our Philadel- 
phia Judges mean an absolute and whole- 
some departure iu the trial of cases in this 
city, and that depavture means that the 
robbery of property under color of law, and 
the insult of witnesses and defamation of 
parties by reckless advocates, can bring 
only defeat and disgiace upon those who 
practice it. The courts of Philadelphia will 
be honored ^y all fair-minded citizens for 
the judicial departure they have taken.

This he refused to do and wlii'ii 
the guard told him that he could not let him 
out the tough struck tlie guard a powerful 
blow in the face 
On complaint of the 


guard the tough was arrested and taken to 
tho station liouse, but Lieutenant Miller 
refused to entertain the complaint and vtith 
a wave or Hie Hand told Hie lougk to go. 


The soldiers have been holding meetings 


on Fairmounl avenue, about 30 yards from 
Lancaster avenue which is a busy thorough- 
fare, having five lines of trolley card passing 
over two tracks 
By getting on the si<le 


street the soldiers claim they are out of tlie 
way and the crowd they gather docn not 
interfere with traffic nor is anyone en- 
danger. 
One night this week they were 


notified by direction of Lieutenant Miller 
that if they came out of their hall they 
would be arrcbted.

"We will go," on officer grabbed them and 
saying, ''Yes, you will go" marched the 
young women to the station house where 
the Lieutenant with a promptness which 
was lacking in the other case ordered them 
locked up and they were kept in the cells 
several hours before being released on bail. 
This act was followed by the arrest of i-ix 
more on Tuesday iiight aud the soldieis, 
three men and tlirec women, spent the Jiiitut 
in the station house.

•what American labor bag brought upon 
Jtoelf,—New Orleans Picayune, 


MUNICIPAL FOLLY. 


New York Had Given Away Many of It* 


tfoKt Valuable FranehlHW. 


Tho time hoscomo to cull n halt upon 


the granting of public franchises in this 
way. If New York city cannot itself un- 
dertake to operate its street railroads, and 
U it is not practicable, or if It Is dcemod 
unwise i hat it should supply ROS and elec- 
tricity, (ertainly it cannot bo urged that it 
should £lve away these valuable fran- 
chises without adequate return, and ade- 
quate return can bo secured only by grant- 
ing theso privileges to private companies 
for a limited iirne and requiring that at 
the end of a stated period—not exceeding, 
say, 21 years—-there slmll he a revision of 
the oomjxmsatlon to bo paid to the city. 


Tho not earnings of nny street railrond 


or gas < ompnny, or oven now of any olec- 
trio light company, are so well assured 
that there Is no doubt capital would enter 
into them oven nnder severe restrictions. 
This Is iilso true of tho telephone business. 


This ii not a new principle, but only tho 


applical ion to these privileges of the prac- 
tice thai has always prevailed in regard to 
tho city's docks, piers, markets and ferries. 
Tho city of New York has wisely retained 
the ulti) nnto control of its own wator front, 
and by n readjustment every year of rent- 
als for Its docks and piers, and at longer 
interval J of its ferry privileges, it is deriv- 
ing the benefit of municipal growth and 
expansion from these sources. The result 
Is gratifying, even though millions may 
have been lost by official negligence or cor- 
ruption. 
The utmost advantage can at 


any timu bo obtained by the city by greater 
economy and watchfulness on tho pnrt of 
its public officials.

ewxtioHtxea i» N<*w York olty. • ft>ho dock 
department was organized in 1870, and 
sinco than its gross annual revenues have 
shown »n increase from *815,524 in 1871 
to »1,88'J,058 for the year 1804, and its net 
yearly rovcnues, which in 1871 amounted 
to $143,1)00, bad increased 28 years later to 
$1,500,000. Tho ferry rents, which in the 
year 1819 wore only (04,441, have boon in- 
creased to (854,280.

Brooklyn bridge to realize what has been 
gained t o present nnd future generations 
by retaining in publio hands tho contTol 
and ownership of this groat highway. The 
gross earnings have steadily increased from 
1622,080.31 In 1885 to |1,82B,B°8.«5 in 
1894. 


Tho proflta from public enterprises are 


so well assured that the publio should bo 
continually on guard. 
Only a few years 


ago practically nn exclusive contract for 
undorgiound subways was authorized by 
the legislature, without substantial con 
sldorntiun to tho city, which will mnko it 
nlmost impossible ever to interfere with 
tho monopoly of tho Metropolitan Tele- 
phone, the Western Union nnd tho Edison 
Illuminating companies, tho virtual own 
ers of this now corporation controlling the 
subways.—A. O. Bomheun in Century. 


Serving Vegetable*. 


Tho usual rule for serving vegetables is 


one grci'n vegetable and one starchy vege- 
table. If a green, salad is used, this often 
takes tbo place of tho green vegetable, as 
at certain seasons of the year it is difficult 
in many places to got more than one. An 
excess of starchy vegetables should bo 
avoided as «io also has starch in the form 
of broad andin potatoes. 
With fish, vogo 


tables of delicate flavor should bo used, ei- 
ther potatoes, tomatoes, cooked in many 
ways, cucumbers or green peas. Witli 
roast beef, one may servo sweet or white 
potatoes, or in their place boiled rice or 
hominy, cauliflower, brussels sprouts, to- 
matoes, onions, okra, young boots, beet 
greens, green poas and lima beans. The 
sumo vegetables may be served with boot' 
steak, us well as salsify, asparagus or 
mushrooms. With boiled mutton, serve po- 
tatoes, cauliflower, young carrots, salsify, 
onions, spinach or any kind of beans that 
are green. With bollod mutton servo capor 
sauce, currant jelly or horso radish. With 
veal scr\ e carrots, white turnips or spinach, 
lettuce, creamed cabbage, young beets or 
boot grcons. "With "gnmo'sorv'e a sauce nha 
a salad. Stewed celery with a white sauce. 
With gioso, when roasted, servo apple 
sauce, onions or squash. When potatoes 
are served as n vegetable with meat, and 
only onu vegatablo can bo afforded in ad- 
dition, it is more appetizing usually to 
have that one a green vegetable. It is also 
more hc.ilthfnl, as tho potatoes furnish the 
starch needed for the diet.—New York 
Post. 


Gnof—Gonof— 


Tho word "gnoffeo" in Chauoor. 
Whilom there was dwelling in Oxenforde 
A rich gnof that gostes held to borde. 


Todd, In his "Illustrations of Chaucer," 
gives "gnoffc, n miser. This is another of 
tho words and phrasos in Chaucer which 
Mr. Tyrwhitt pronounces not understood i'' 
and then proceeds to father the interpreta- 
tion. Further examples of tho uso of tbo 
word ai'O furnished on page 860. Both 
writers hnvo misconceived the true sense 
of the expression. 


During the time that the early Jews re- 


sided in England they wore subjected to 
incessant acts of spoliation on the part of 
the authorities, and wo can readily fancy 
them muttering between their teeth tho 
word "thlet" or "rascal," and pouring 
forth maledictions on tho heads of their 
oppressors. In doing so they naturally em- 
ployed the language they wore best ac- 
quainted with—Hebrew. "Gonof" is pri- 
.marily the Hebrew for "thief," nud was 
subsequently nsed In tho sense of "scoun- 
drel," becoming at length a puro English 
word. Happily, it did not succeed in hold- 
Ing its ground. It is now approved slang, 
having lieen reintroduced within the last 
century.

Dickons had the word 
"gonof" or "ganlf" in his mind when ho 
created tho character and made an ana- 
gram of it.—Notes and Queries. 


The Milk Care. 


"Laoteopathy" is a new curative treat- 


ment which a Transvaal doctor hag dis- 
covered .ind writes of in The English Mo- 
ohanlo. Having noted the fact that milk 
absorbs poisonous germs from a bucket, 
ho decided that it might be possible to 
turn tills germ absorbing power to a thera- 
peutic account. Ho put his ideas to the 
test, and now assorts that ho has cured 
persons of smallpox, fevers, diphtheria nnd 
othor maladies by simply wrapping them 
in milk sheets. The patient is laid on a 
mattress covered with blankets and is 
packed 1 n " sheet just largo enough to en- 
velop tho body. This sheet has first been 
saturated in 1M pints of warm milk and 
is applied without wringing. 
After the 


pock, which lasts nbout an hour, the pa- 
tient is sponged with warm water or is 
put into n worm bath. A cnso of smallpox 
was, aocording to this lactcopathist, 
promptly relieved by this treatment. After 
the eruption was well out the milk sheet 
so quickly drew the poison from the skin 
as to effect Immediate convalescence.
